Tho Debate iatba Lords as to "Whe-

The Prince ^^Vapiai^po a),dkes 
of Edinburgh' and Connabght; ' Vent 
together to the IIou.sc of Peers on the 
evening of Juno 25th iu order lo vote 
for Loul Houghton's bill legalizing 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister, 
When the bill was called up for its 
second roadmg tho Prince ^(^fJ^WSles 
presented from the Convention of^'the 
Boyar and Partiahien^^ 
Scotland a petition,' numerously signed, 
in favor of it. His action was foHowed 
by Lord Houghton, who presented in 
favor of the bill a hugh petition sighed 
by 42,500 woman of Leeds. After this 
Lord Houghton, a."5, the promoter of 
jtl^ejbiUi proceqtled'jtp jarguo-f^^ it at 
'gi'eat lenglh'lri thlj prose^^ "of iicarly 
all the spiritual peers — every one of 
whom, with the exception of tho bis- 
hop of Bipon, voted adversely to Iho 
bill. Lord Boaconsfield voted but did 
not speak against the measure. Tho 
Duke of Argyll' also -.'voted against it 
and this conjunction of tho Tory ex- 
Prouiior with tho Liberal fathor-in-law 
of tho Queen's daughter is understood 
to have represented tho sentimonts of 
her majesty on the subject. Lord 
Houghton spoke at length with' 
characteristic spirit and .earneairiess, 
dwelling particularly oh' ' the attitude 
of the bishops as to his bill. Ho said 
with much signilicanco of tone that he 
"Gavo the first rank to tho ecclesiastical 
question, because it constituted the 
real difficulty which had to he encounter- 
ed in dealing with this subject. While no 
onb'Volild-'Tegi'ot more' tSfo'li'o the 
absence of the right reverend bench 
from tho deliberations of the House, 
there could be no doubt that this 
measure would instantaneously become 
law but for thoso i-ight reverend pre 
latcs. It should be remembered that if 
they had tho power to reject tho bill 
they incurred the rcsiionsibility ns well 
Already tho people of England wore 
beginning to understand that it was 
the Church of England, as represented 
in tho House of. Lords, that caino in 
between those who-were ^-i^terestod' in 
the passing ofiilio biU anct ,whali"'niany 
,of them thought was a portion of their 
|)ublic right in regard to this qncstioii. 
In rude ages there was a dcsiro to in- 
f.reaso the power of tho Church by 
imposing certain restrictions with re- 
gard ■ to I marriage.'... Those (rights of 
restric^iprnirj.'^.^..posSessed 'at ' ' the ' early 
period by the "' Church, were con- 
firmed by "i^tho'sta^e;:;but by the, side 
of such rights thovc' was that of dis- 
pensation. Wh.en the question of 
marriage. fell out of the hands of the 
Church into tho hands of tho state, 
there was a necessary chango in the 
order of events. Tho consequenco was 
that now, whilo right reverend prelates 
asserted their authority over this ques 
tion, itlid enormous Nonconformist 
hodies of England claimed that thosopre- 
lates had no right to impose their views 
upon them. Bight reverend prelates 
inight'flontin'ue-'theip JjBccle^iastical le- 
gislation 'as'ihWy.^choosb but.'th'ey shsuld 
not' impose upon Nonconformists, and 
upon their civil and religious liberty 
an unjust restraint, and he called upon 
them to assert by what right they im 
posed that restraint." When the bill 
came to a ,diyision_tlie majority against 
it was oniy j j in;a.yote of 191 with 54 
pairs absent',"and the huniberbf bisho|)s 
who voted against it was ctactly 11, 
the Archbishop of York making a 12th 
and the Archbishop of Canterbury 
being absent. If only six of the prelates 
had voted; withi the ^iBishop of Bipon 
tiiere wotild havo- fcedn a majority of 
one for the bill. The discussion de- 
veloped a good deal of brilliant non- 
sence. Lord Coleridge characterized tho 
bill as a measure for tho abolition of 
sisters-in-law, _and.added that if it was 
passed -its. iproYisions''? wouiid', designate 
every maVs'''sist#f-iii'^aw''aE/''tho proper 
])arliamentary successor of the wife. 
Earl Beauchamp deprecated it as tend 
ing to abolish the tender titlo of aunt, 
and creating a presumptive stepmother 
in almost every _ household, to substi- 
tude jealousy .. for, affection and sus- 
jiicion for con^dence. ' ' , ■. ' '

As English Blue Book lately issued 
shows that the highest duties levied on 
British goods in British colonies are 
levied in Canada, tjfenty to thiriy per 
cent, ad valorem being frequent. Vic- 
toria (Australia) and New Zealand in many 
cases levy duties of fifteen to twenty per 
cent., and tho Australian colonics (with 
tho exception of New South Wales and 
Queensland) tho Capo of Good Hope, 
Newfoundland and Jamaica the ratua are 
mostly from ten to fifteen per cont. ad 
v.alorem, In New South Wales few duties 
are levied and in other colonies tlio duties 
seldom exceed five per cont.

A thief who ■rivals the> exploits of 
Ainaworth's hero has just" 'been tried 
before the assizes of the Oise. Ho is a 
Belgian named Blomme, wiio had ap- 
plied hinhself especially to the plunder 
of country houses during the absence 
of tho occupants. More than once ho 
had been captured, but always suc- 
ceeded in escaping from prison, and 
then recommenced his expioits in some 
new region. His last evasion, which 
was from the prison of IBeauvais, was 
accomplished under such extraordinary 
circumstances ns to deserve to be relat- 
ed. He was placed in oi coll lighted 
only by a small window at a great 
height from the ground, and as his in- 
genuity in defeating the vigilance of 
his gaolers was well known he was the 
subject of special measures of security. 
Among others his clothes wore taken 
troin liiin every night with the excep- 
tion of his shirt, wliich he politely offer- 
ed to give up with the rest. Avhien' called 
on. That garment ho ^vas,."however, 
permitted to retain. One morning in 
April last the gaoler was surprised to 
find tho cell empty. The bird had 
llowii. Bloinine had concealed an iron 
spoon and sharpened it on tiie tiles of 
his cell, tCad with this improvised tool 
had divided three planks of his camp 
bed into six, lengtliwiso, and then tied 
these end to end with his shirt torn 
into strips. By means of tliis sort of 
polo placed ugninst the wall he reached 
the window, which he broke, and forc- 
ed himself through, fearfully qufe^ By 
that nieans he readied the'^ roof, 
dragging after him his pole and bed- 
cover. Ho next cut a bell rope from 
tho belfry, and with this tied to a beam 
let himself down. He had to drop 
about fifteen feet, but reached tho 
ground in safety, and unseen by the 
sentinel. Clad with his blanket only 
he remained hidden tho whole of the 
next day in a wood without food. The 
next night lie walked to Breteuill, and 
broke into a house, in which ho found 
not only refreshments and clothes, biit 
a small sura of money. This enabled 
him to start afresh, but he was recog- 
nized' by a gendarme and agaia arrest- 
ed. He was lodged afresh in prison, 
attached with a chain, but he contriv- 
ed to open one of the links, and passing 
it around his neck attempted to com- 
mit suicide by hanging himself to a 
nail. That project was, however, de- 
feated by the ' timely arrival • of the 
warden He'bas'now beea"tried-'"aiia 
sentenced to eight years' hard labor. 
As this'involvies transportation to Nou- 
mea, tho prison authorities in France 
will bo spared the anxiety of having to 
guard such a troublesome person.

Mr. Gladstone's manner in tho 
House of Commons is (says tho Lon- 
don World J that of a Minister who is 
sure of his ground. There is nothing 
tentative and nothing diffident about 
liiin. Ho is convinced that ho is com- 
pletely the master of the situation, and 
that whatever grumbling there may be 
in the House of Commons ho has in 
the last resort the country at his liack; 
When"]Vrh Gladstone acts upon his 
own convictions of popular sentiment 
he is tolerably certain to be right. The 
di8.solution of 187't was, as we have 
often explained, not bis own idea, and 
it was a blander. But nothing can 
have been more cool and correct than 
Mr. Gla'dstoho's calq'Ulation as to tho 
result of the movement which he com- 
menced against tho conservatives in the 
autumn of 1877. Jlr. Gladstone acts 
far less from mere impulse ;,than is 
sometimes supposed, au<i ho is seldom 
impetuous unless ho sees that there is 
something to bo gained by his impetu- 
osity. Tho relations in which the 
Prime Minister stands respectively to 
his colleagues,' to his followers, and to 
the country, and which aro the source 
of his alertness and his confidcnco, aro 
not exactly those that it^ ^was-. univer- 
sally anticipated events, would develop. 
The question whether tho new govern- 
ment .would adopt a moderate whig or 
a strongly liberal policy is conclusively 
answered. Whatever the whig ele- 
ments .ill. the cabinet, it is 
the spirili of^advanoed liberalism wliich 
leavens its ideas and which domi- 
nates its acts. The Duke of Argyle 
and the Lord Chancellor may regard 
the decisions of their colleagues with 
secret apprehensions; but a minority of 
two must naturally bend to a superior 
force of a majority^ of twelva What- 
ever might have been Mr. Gladstone's 
reluctance — a reluctance based almost 
exclusively on bis conservative devo- 
tion to official precedent — to admit a 
representative of tho new schonl of 
radicalism to his cabinet it is perfectly 
clear that whigism is hopelessly at a 
discount us a practical force in the 
Ministerial councUi. Whatever the 
merits or the "demerits ' of the pro 
gramme of the government, it is the 
programme, not of a whig, but of a 
thoroughly liberal cabinet. For the 
first timo in our political history there 
has been established a genuine and a 
close rapprochement between radicals
